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CONSTITUTION OF THE AID BOARD. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Board shall he known as the Aid Board of the Superannuated 
Preachers and Widows and Orphans of deceased Ministers of the Texas 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Board is to assist the Conference Claimants as an 
auxiliary by payments of interest accruing from loans or investments. 

ARTICLE III. 

This Board shall consist of seven members, three of whom shall be lay- 
men, who shall be elected by the Annual Conference for the period of 
four years, or at the pleasure of the Annual Conference. Vacancies oc- 
curing in the Board shall be filled by the Annual Conference at the 
next session. 

* ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, provided the Secretary and Treasurer may be one and 
the same person, to be elected by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from donations, bequests and 
special collections; and ail contributions to this Board shall be paid to 
the Secretary, who shall turn over the same to the Treasurer, taking his 
receipt for the same. 

ARTICLE VI. 

This Board shall hold regular meetings at each session of the Annual 
Conference. Special meetings may be held on the call of the President. 
Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. 

All moneys coming into the Treasury of this Board shall be invested or 
loaned by the Treasurer, with the advice and consent of the President 
and all loans made, shall be on security of real estate, by trust deed or 
mortgage, or purchase money notes, on land as collateral. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer of this Board shall pay out all moneys only upon writ- 
ten order of the President, and shall take a receipt for the same The 
interest of the money invested shall be paid annually to the Chairman of 
the Joint Board of Finance of this Conference. 

ARTICLE IX. 

This Constitution shall be altered or changed by a two-thirds vote of 
the members of the Annual Conference present and votin«- at a regular 
session. ® ® 

ARTICLE X. 

This Board shall have power to make its own By-Laws.

Report on Education. 



Southwestern University. 



We note with pleasure, the continually increasing prosperity of this, 
our central institution for higher education in Texas. Each session 
marks a grander opening than the last, and gives promise of the reali- 
zation of our cherished hopes — a university thoroughly equipped and 
fully accomplishing tlie work of higher education in our great State. 

The chief and pressing need to this end at this time, is a suitable 
structure in which to do its work. We commend most earnestly to 
our people this interest, and recommend that each pastor in our 
bounds present and urge upon all our people and friends, the sugges- 
tion of Bishop Galloway, that they make a Christmas offering by 
families and flocks, for the beginning of the much needed building. 
Let its foundation be laid in thankfulness to our Divine Lord, who 
gave himself for us. 

The usual revival of religion marked the last session, and was of 
such depth and power as to lap over on the present one ; and already 
the revival Are is burning among the students. There are more than 
forty young preachers among the students this year, who receive 
tuition free, and have board reduced to the minimum by aid of the 
“ Helping Hall” and cottages. We are glad to note a valuable addi- 
tion to the “ Helping Hall,” at a cost of $675, the gift of its founder, 
Mrs. Giddings. 

The Fitting School is an important adjunct to the University, and 
greatly needs additional room. 

The Ladies’ Annex, with its commodious and well furnished apart- 
ments, and its efficient corps of teachers, affords superior advantages 
for the higher education of young ladies. The appreciation of these 
advantages, is shown by the • fact that the patronage of that depart- 
ment is now aliiiost equal to its enlarged capacity. 



Chappell Hill Female College. 



We rejoice in the continual success of this, our Conference School; 
and heartily commend it to the patronage of our people. It now has 
property worth over $15,000, with a boarding department equal to the 
accommodation of between 60 and 70 pupils. 

There are now three boarders and several day scholars in the school 
of German nationality ; and we hope and expect to' see an increasing 
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attendance in this class of our population. In this direction the col- 
lege has a mission and a work peculiarly its own. 

Its President has associated with him seven other competent instruct- 
ors, and in all departments the school is up to the highest standard of 
the average female college. We recommend that Kev. E. W. Tarrant 
be re-appointed President, and that the pastor of Chappell Hill [Sta- 
tion be appointed agent for the School; also that the following named 
persons be confirmed as Trustees : Hon. M. M. Felder, President ; 
H C. Brandt, Treasurer ; Rev. E. W. Tarrant, Secretary; O. L. Wil- 
liams, M. D. , D. P. Perkins. Rev. J. B. Sears, Rev. J. B. Cochran, J. 
M. Nicholson, Prof. J. Alline Brown, Rev. C-feo. C. Stovall, T. B. 
Stone, Rev. J. P. Childers. H. Hudgins, J. W. Scurry, Rev. C. H. 
Brooks. 

The Board has heard with great pleasure, the reports of Dr. McLean, 
Regent of the University, and of Rev. E. W. Tarrant, President of 
Chappell Hill Female College. 

We earnestly recommend that the Educational assessment on this 
Conference, be fixed at $1,500 for the incoming year ; and that it be 
^portioned as follows : $900 for the University and $600 for Chappell 

It will be observed that the appropriation recommended for Chap- 
pell Hill remains about as last year ; but your Board recommend an 
increase in the appropriation for the University. We believe that the 
time is opportune for an important advance movement in this direc- 
tion, and that we should work in the same line as our sister Confer- 
ences. We believe that the University can be endowed in the hearts 
of our people, and that if our preachers will but bring this matter 
prominently to the notice of our people, that we can easily pay this 
$900 annually, as the interest on a 'permanent endowment. We believe 
this plan to be eminently practicable, and urge its importance upon 
the members of this Conference 

The report of the Board of Curators shows the election of Rev. J. 
H. McLean, A. M. D. D., to the Regency, and asks the continued 
prayers of the Church, for this, our leading Institution, in all of 
which we heartily concur.

Recognizing: the omnipotence of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, com- 
mitted to us as ministers, and the almost unbi-oken i-eign of the gigan- 
ticy evilo f Intemperance, your committee would raise the question of 
responsibility for its continued existence so late in the nineteenth 
century ; for we are driven by the inexorable logic of facts to the 
' conclusion that if the church of God had done her duty in the past. 

^ ' instead of this fair heritage of our blessed Lord being defiled by ten 
temples of Bacchus to one church of the living God, these “ Potent 
agencies of evil” would long since have V)een crushed out of existence. 

' The only explanation we can conceive of this reproach to our civiliza- 
1 tion is on the principle involved in the lines of the poet : 

’ “Intemperance is an evil of such hideous mien, 

Which to he hated, need only to be seen ; 

But seen too oft, familiar with her face, : 

^ We first endure, then pity, then embrace,” . 

Had this rrronstrous liquor traffic been pr-ecipitated upon our coun- 
1 try in all its hideous proportions, as the plague of Egypt upon Pha- 
' roah, or the Asiatic cholera and yellow fever upon America, suddenly. 

; the efforts for deliverance from these terrible visitations, springing 
from just apprehensions of danger, would bear no comparison to the 
irrepressible determination to rid the land forever from an evil which 
1 excels them all . It it our long familiarity with this unmitigated curse 

Yi that renders its existence in our midst possible. We take this viper 

'2 to our embrace while we know it is stinging our nation to death. And 

I we are asked not to strike this vampire, though its hellish wings have 

spread over the hearts and homes of the helpless, the halls of legisla- 
■ tion and temples of justice, boding poverty, wretchedness and death 
! everywhere. 
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For insidious cunning:, duplicity, Heaven-daring: effrontery,- indom- 
itable pertinacity and diabolical soul-destroying power, these murder- 
luills of Moloch, and fell power that sustains them, has no paralell on 
earth. It poses as a legitimate business, authorized by the State. It 
claims exemption from criticism on the ground that it enjoys pre- 
rogatives in the field of politics, with which the church of (iod dare 
not interfere. It claims to control the political character of the nation, 
and so completely to have alienated the government from the moral 
dominion of (jod, as that the ambassadors of .Jesus Christ dare not 
interfere with their business or with them. If there was nothing else 
to indicate the parentage of this eldest child of the devil, the assump- 
tion of the whiskey power to limit and define the duty of the ministry 
would be sufficient. 

“ Vice in all its forms is our common foe,” and we fight to conquer, 
not to beat the air. Christ came to destroy the works of the devil, 
and we must fill up that which is behind, both of liis work and the 
suffering that may befall us from a faithful discharge of our duties.

Resolved, 1. That it is the sense of this Conference, that our late 
General Conference, which met in St. Louis, expressed the true senti-

Resolved. 2. That we recognize the utter inability of reason or law 
to save the people from the curse of intemperance, and rely implicitly 
upon the grace and presence of the living Christ for their salvation 
from all sin. Nevertheless, we pledge ourselves to the use of reason, 
law and the gospel in every legitimate way until the reproach of in- 
• temperance is removed from our land, and to this end we pray God 
that his grace may so rest upon the ministrations of his truth as that 
this result may soon be an accomplished fact.

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Whereas, the Discipline refuses to allow the creating: of a Depository 
pure and simple, for the handling of our books, but requires the books 
to be purchased. And, whereas, it requires considerable outlay of 
capital to keep on hand a sufficient stock of our books and publica- 
tions to meet promptly all orders ; and. whereas, no firm would be 
willing to make such an outlay without assurance of support for a 
term of years sufficient to justify such a venture, therefore we recom- 
mend that the several Annual Conferences agree to the following : 

1. We will establish but one Depository in the State of Texas under 
five years from date of this agreement. 

2. That Depository shall be located in the city of Fort Worth, in 
charge of H. N . Conner & Co. 

3. That we recommend that the Rev. I. Z. T. Morris, shall be the 
General Colporteur for all the Texas Conferences, provided ; that if 
any Annual Conference so desires, it may elect a Colporteur for its 
special territory, who shall work in conjunction with, and under the 
direction of the General Colporteur in accord with the Discipline, 
page 218. paragraph 380.

Report of Mission Board. 

Memorial to Mission Board. 

To the Parent Board of Missions to meet in Nashville, Tenn., on the day 

of 1892. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : 

The Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, adopted a paper at its last session memorializing your Board 
concerning the foreign born population, principally Geriiian, within 
opr Conference territory. We deem it unnecessary to traverse at 
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length in this paper, the ground then gone over. Suffice it to state 
here that, besides being scattered over our Conference territory in all 
its parts in counnunities more or less numerous, this foreign popula- 
tion numbers in the presiding elders districts, the Austin and Chappell 
Hill, on an estimate made with some care, about seventy thousand 
souls. This population is almost entirely rural, large areas embracing 
the portion of several counties, in the central portion and best of our 
Conference territory, are occupied almost exclusively by them ; and 
they are still increasing by heavy immigration \'early, while our na- 
tive English-speaking population, is steadily retreating before them. 

A few' churches, mainly Catholic and Lutheran, scattered widely apart, 
constitute the means of religious instruction for these multitudes. 
Dance-houses have taken the place of churches, and Sunday revelry 
and sport the place of divine wmrship. How utterly inadequate to 
meet this emergency, are the methods now' in operation, is patent, 
when it is made known that within the limits of Texas, the CTerman 
Mission Conference, our chief agency to Christianize this foreign ele- 
ment. has only five churches, all of w'hich are weak, both as to mem- 
bers and means ; by this allusion is meant no reflection upon the noble 
band of workers constituting the (Termari Mission Conference ; but is 
made to show that the disabilities under which they labor and the 
want of sympathy with their work on the part of their countrymen, 
forbid any reasonable hope that they can meet successfully this emer- 
gency with suificient promptness to prevent the development of a 
heathenism in the heart of our State, as hostile to the Gospel of salva- 
tion, as that of Japan or China. In the paper sent up by this Confer- 
ence to your Board at its session a year ago, the burden of our memor- 
ial w'as, that you appropriate $1.5(>0 from the general treasury for the 
supi)ort of one or more missionaries to German work within our Con- 
ference territory, to be appointed from the Texas Conference, and 
amenable to this body. This request your Board saw' good and snfii- 
cient reasons not to grant. The Texas Conference is anxious to enter 
this field, but with an assessment by your Board for the foreign work, 
disproportionately large as compared wdth other Conferences, that re- 
ceive no aid from your Board, relative to membership and financial 
ability constituting the standard of comparison, and with our Do- 
mestic Misssion to our English-speaking people on hand, we find our- 
selves unable to enter upon this German work. We now' and hereby 
memorialize your Board to reduce the assessment upon the Texas An- 
nual Conference for the foreign work to one-half of the present sum, 
that our Conference Board may add this difference to their assessment 
to Domestic Missions, thereby enabling this (Conference to enter upon 
this German Missionary w'ork. It is not proposed to interfere in any 
w'ay with the w'ork of the (ierman Mission Conference, but to assimi- 
late as far as possible, this foreign population to Methodism from an 
x\merican point of approach. It is patent to all wdio are conversant 
with the facts that the continued existence of the Texas Annual Con- 
ference . depends upon some such evangelistic movement as is herein 
outlined. Shut off from this material, out of which to repair the 
waste caused by the removal of our membership to other Conferen- 
ces before this "increasing foreign immigration, the distribution of 
what territory may remain to our English-speaking people among ad- 
joining Conferences and the disappearance of the Texas Conference 
from the sisterhood of Conferences is only aquestion of time.

Dear Brethren : 



The Board of Missions beo: leave to submit the following report ; 

The work on the Missions of our Conference duriiifi: the past year, 
has been faithfully done. Soiue of the fields are hard and offer but 
few encouragements to our laboring brethren; nevertheless, the work 
has been done with fidelity and zeal, and gratifying results have been 
presented to the Board. We do ru)t think that any expenditure of the 
Board has been in vain. Our regret is that more could not have been 
appropriated for the relief of some most worthy cases. 

We have been operating during the past year in six Mission fields, 
to-wit ; 

Galveston District : West Knd Mission, served by Geo. E. Clothier. 

This was inaugurated in the summer of 1886, by the organization of a 
Sunday-school, held under a tree. It has V)een carried forward under 
many difficulties but its growth has been steady and healthful. They 
now report : 

1 church, value, $3000 ; number membf‘rs, 149; conversions, 75; addi- 
tions. 61; number Sunday-schools. T, officers and teachers, 10: scholars. 
96; paid pastor, $120. Foreign Mission-^. $10; Domestic Missions, S5; 
Church Exten.sion, $20: other objects. SI 25. 

The above we think are unmistakable signs of vigorous life, and 
encourages ho]>e that it will, in the near future, become a self-sustain- 
ing charge, and meet a felt want in the west end of that growing city. 

Appropriation. $150. 

Houston City Mission: Served by John E. Green. This work was organi- 
zed in the winter of 1887, and started out with a most flattering i)ros- 
pect. but a combination of unfortunate circumstances checked its 
progress, and well-nigh l)lasted all hoi>e for its future. Erom that 
time to the beginning of the ])resent year, nothing to inspire hope of 
success had been accomplished. The success of the present year, es- 
pecially with the past failure'^ as foi-mid.able difficulties meeting the 
Missionary at the outset, has been phenomenal. This field is rich in 
promise, and is already white to the harvest. Under the blessing of 
God, we believe it will soon throw aside the swaddling-clothes of its 
infancy and march to the front. 

Its statistics are as follows : 

Number churches. 1; value. $2,400: number members. 82; conver- 
sions, 50; additions, 64; number Sunday-schools, 1; otficers and teach- 
ers, 10; scholars, 78; paid pastor. $260 Foreign Missions, $30; D.)uies- 
tic Missions, $5; other objects. $2,100. 

Appropi’iation, $800. 

Austin District : First St , Austin, C. .V Hooper, Missionary. This 

work was organized in the summer of 1880. Its growth lias been 
healthful and substantial from its beginning. Its existence is a ne- 
cessity to the growth of Methodism in this city, reaching a population 
that cannot be reached by the other churches. It has yiassed the 
stage of experiment. “ It is here to stay,” and in a few years will have 
developed into a self-sustaining pastoral charge. 

Its present status is shown by the following statistics : 

Number of churches, 1; value. $1 .340; number members, 94: conver- 
sions, 20; additions, 34: number Sunday-schools. 1; scholars. 80; officers 
and teachers. 12; paid pastor, $300. Foreign Missions. $71 65; Domes- 
tic Missions, $11; Church Extension. $8; other objects, $127. 

Appropriation, $300. 
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Twenty-fourth St., Austin, served by F. E. Hammond. This work 
was organized March, 1887. it sustains an important relation to 
Methodism in this city and throughout the State, being in the most 
desirable resident part of the city and in close proximity to the State 
University. Until recently, they have had to labor under the disad- 
vantage of ‘‘ living in a hired house.” Notwithstanding this, the 
growth has been healthful throughout its history ; and the Board is’ 
convinced that the money appropriated here has been wisely spent. 
They have recently moved into their new church, which is a motiei of 
neatness, ami a monument to their devotion, enterprise and liberalitv. 

The Missionary furnishes the following statistics : 

Number churches, 1; members, 78; conversions. 2; additions, 20; 
Sunday schools. 1; officers and teachers, 13; scholars. 75; paid pastor, 
!j;30U. Foreign Missions, ;j30; Domestic Missions, $11; Church Exten- 
.sion, $8; other objects, $1,0(53 13. 

Appropriation,' $300. 

Calvert District : Marquez Mission This work was organized one 

year ago, and was supplied by A. M. Eubanks. This is a hard field. 
It will take time and much cultivation to reach a rich harvest. But it 
will come ; the hand of the Lord is upon us for good. They have, dur- 
ing the year, built one new church, which is prophetical of perma- 
nence and success. 

Tlie following are the statistics : 

Number churches. 2; value. $650; number members, 90; conversions, 
14; additions, 25; number Sunday-schools. 1; officers and teaclters, 5; 
scholars, 25; paid pastor, $124. Foreign Missions, $25; Domestic mis- 
sions. $12; other objects. $27 SO 

Appropriation. $200. 

Hiintscille District : Conroe Mission. This work was organized at 

the last Annual ineeting, and has been served during this year by S. 
H. Morgan. This is a hard, but by no means an unimportant field. 
The princij)al place on this work is at Vhe crossing of two important rail- 
roads, and has recently assumed the dignity of the capitol of Mont- 
gomery county. The work of the present year shows that the machin- 
ery of Cod’s grace is in motion, and work that will stand the test of 
eternity is being turned out. During the year they have built a new 
church at a cost of $825 and are out of debt. 

Statistics : 

Number churches. 1; value. $900; number members, 49; conversions, 
11; additi( 2 ns, 34; number Sunday-schools, 2; officers and teachers. 8;

Report of Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Dear Brethren : ’ 

We, your committee on Books and Periodicals submit the following 
report : 

When we consider the power of the press, the wonderful influence 
that printed truth has upon the mind and heart, and the fact that im- 
pure and pernicious literature is so widely circulated all over the land, 
we realize more than ever the absolute importance of puttinga church 
literature into the homes of our people. 

With iconoclastic fury and Satanic hate, the infidel press is wag- 
ing relentless warfare against our holy religion, and their attacks 
must be met and confuted by the church pre^s. 

We recognize in the Texas Christian Advocate, the oi’gan of Texas 
Methodism, an able, live and aggressive paper, setting forth as it does, 
the grand and glorious doctrines of our beloved Methodism, and ex- 
posing the popular vices and evils of the day. 

We are gratified to know that liev. James Campbell has been re- 
elected editor, and we hereby pledge ourselves to give the paper our 
hearty support and patronage. We are also glad to know that the 
prospects for the improvement and enlargement of the paper in the 
near future are very favorable. 

We offer for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. That we, as preachers and laymen, use our best endeavors to put 
the 2'exas Christian Advocate into every Methodist family within our 
bounds 

2. That we feel it to be our duty as preachers, to remove all erro- 
neous impressions that prev^ail among the people in regard to the sub- , 
scription price, and also the advertisements that appear in its columns. 

3. We reconimend, also, that the expenses of the members of the 
Joint Board of Publication to their next annual meeting, be paid 
from the funds on hand in the treasuries of the different Boards. 

4. We recognize the iinportance of variety of matter in our Confer- 
ence organ, and in order that this end may be as largely attained as 
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possible, we respectfully -ur^e our Conference correspondent to do more 
writing tor the paper than he has heretofore done. 

Report No. 2. 

The power of the printing press has been clearly recognized and 
abundantly used trom the incipiency f>f Methodism. No preacher of 
our time has ever exceeded our great founder. Mr. Weslev in publish- 
ing and selling books, periodicals and tracts. It is the glory of our 
church that it lias been the great enlightener of the world, has invited 
investigation, and combined deep, heart-felt piety with a broad intel- 
lectual culture. e are niost happy to report that the great power of 
punting ink is still appreciated, as an evidence of which we can repoit 
our Publishing House in a flourishing condition, it being not only able 

to pay every outstanding bond, but acluallv making nionev §17 500 
of Its prohts being appropriated this year to the Conference ciainiants. 
Ihis IS not an increase over last year’s appropriation, but would have 
been, had it not been for the establishing of the Pacific MeAhodiM Adi o- 
cafe A larger number than usual of books have been published, thirty- 
six new publications having been brought out, one of wliich is the fii '-t 
volume (A the Wesleyan Standards, translated into the ISpanish lan- 
guage- Ihe house has also added a plant for the manufacture of 

this being the oniy plant of the kind soutli 

ot the Ohio river. 

The work of Colportage is making a fine start, and bids fair to prove 
a great success. The Conference has heard from the Texas Colporteur 

S'"'; w established the d'exas Depository at 

Fort Worth. T^his is an miportant enterprise, and is worthy The riat- 
ronage of all Texas Methodism. ‘ ^ 

Our Sunday-school literature is up to a high standard, and althouc>-h 
cheap, IS nevertheless published at a nice profit. ^ 

The Pacific Methodist Adrucate is a jewel in make-up, matter and in 
reniiemerit of literary finish, and intrinsically de.serves a wide patron- 
age. 

The Missionary Reporter is what its name indicates, a reporter of the 
current missionary intelligence, and is therefore an important periodi- 
cal which will be a valuable help to preachers in raising missionarv 
funds. The Reporter should have a large subscription list— much 
larger than it now is. 

The Sowers and Reapers is a missionary paper for the children. It 
will do much good wherever circulated,' and we trust our preachers 
will give its circulation their attention. 

The Christian Advocate, with two editors, enlarged and rich in me- 
chanical execution and reading matter, should visit every official mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. We feel exceed im^-lv 
proud of our general organ which should have 50,000, instead of 30 000 
subscribers. 

Your committee is pained to report that one of our most excellent 
periodicals is published at a loss. We refer to the Quarterly Review 
which we cannot recommend in words too strong The questions dis’ 
cussed in its pages are all timely, many of its articles of great historic 
arid theologic value, some of thrilling interest and none of them poor 
ihis Conference should have at least 200 subscribers. The support 
accorded this great journal is a positive reflection on the intelligence 
of feouthepi Methodism. The only way to fortify our people against 
e ror, instill our doctrine in their minds and hearts, develop them into 
rigorous, symmetrical Christians, and root out evil literature which is 
flooding our country, is to circulate our books and periodicals to do 
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which is the bounden duty of every itinerant preacher, expressly 
mentioned in our Discipline We regret to state that many, very 
many, of the preachers are somewhat derelict in their duty on this 
line, and earnestly urge that we make an improv^ement in this import- 
ant particular.
